Friendship Ambulance Service, owned and operated by the 
Women’s Auxiliary Fire Department, Inc., responded to 44 calls 
in 1976. Thirty-six calls required transportation by ambulance, 
three to Maine Medical Center, two automobile accidents and one 
motorcycle accident. 

Three members started attending an Emergency Medical Tech- 
nician-Ambulance course at the Pen-Bay Medical Center in Novem- 
ber, 1976, to be completed February 1977. This involves 243 
hours of volunteered time. One member attended an extrication 
course in Warren involving eight hours volunteered time. 

We had 12 State of Maine licensed ambulance attendants in 
1976. Kractice sessions on Resuscitation and First Aid procedures 
were held at the Fire Station. Starting February 14, 1977, an ad- 
vanced First Aid Course and CPR Course will be sponsored by the 
American Red Cross in Friendship at the Hahn Community Center. 

Rummage and Food Sales netted $1,495.53. Personal dona- 
tions received were $816.25. $447.00 was received in memory of 
Mr. Herald Jones; $44.00 was received in memory of Mrs. O’Brien. 
We will continue our fund raising activities in 1977 so we may pur- 
chase a more up to date ambulance and equipment to better serve 
the people of Friendship. 

We will be having a membership drive this year. Anyone in- 
terested in joining may contact an officer.

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Report of Constable Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In a continuing effort to upgrade our department, all constables 
attended formal classes early in 1976 to become familiar with the 
new Maine Criminal Code. Additional training and/or instruc- 
tions in other categories required of law enforcement officers were 
given as the officers’ time and as circumstances permitted. 


At this point it should be noted that some problems reported 
in the past still exist. Despite this fact, we look optimistically to 
the future, for each month more concerned citizens are coming 
forward to furnish information to our department regarding prob- 
lems that cause concern to our community. 


During the year, seventy-five complaints have been filed and 
some are still under investigation. 


Recovered stolen property valued at $1,413.30 was returned to 
the rightful owner. 


Building checks of unoccupied property of both permanent 
and part-time residents has proved valuable in reducing the number 
of house breaks and vandalism. This practice should be increased. 
An electric engraver has been donated to the department and is 
available to anyone, free of charge, for use in marking valuables 
and other items. 


During the year, $80.00 has been received by this department 
for insurance reports and the same amount was turned over to the 
Town Treasurer. 


Excellent cooperation has been extended this department by 
the Maine State Police, especially Trooper David Lyons, and other 
state law enforcement departments, notably Coastal Warden 
Richard Minzy and Inland Fish and Game Warden Larry Grant. 
Neighboring police departments all have extended assistance as 
needed, in particular the Towns of Waldoboro and Thomaston. 
The Lincoln County Sheriff Department has also given cooperation 
in many areas. 
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Sixth District Court personnel and the staff of the Knox County 
Superior Court have all been extremely helpful. District Attorney 
Frank Harding deserves special praise for his careful handling of 
our problems. 


All members of the constable department join in thanking the 
Board of Selectmen for their continued expression of confidence 
throughout the year and to the many townspeople for their offers 
to assist in many ways. Without your help and encouragement, our 
efforts would be meaningless.

Our records for 1976 show that the library loaned 9,179 books.

Conservation & Development Area 


This municipality is one of 60 towns and cities between Monroe 
and Harpswell that make up the Time & Tide RC&D Area. 


The Time & Tide RC&D Program was locally initiated and is 
sponsored and directed by the Waldo, Knox, Lincoln and Sagada- 
hoc County Commissioners, Waldo, Knox-Lincoln, Androscoggin 
Valley and Cumberland Soil & Water Conservation Districts, and 
the Southern and Eastern Mid-Coast. Regional Planning Commis- 
sions. Time & Tide provides a base for people to come together to 
plan and — more important — develop and carry out projects 
focusing on natural resources that will make the area better. 

The RC&D Program is based on the philosophy that local 
people, provided with proper facts, some technical and occasional 
financial help, can best develop and carry out an action oriented 
program for the betterment of their area. 


The Time & Tide RC&D has nine resource committees, which 
usually meet monthly. They are made up of interested local people, 
and are Information, Human Needs, Agriculture, Economic Re- 
search & Development, Recreation & Tourism, Energy, Soil & 
Land Use, Ocean and Forestry. 


Association with Time & Tide offers an excellent opportunity 
for people to express their ideas and to be included in area de- 
velopment. We have the advantage of accomplishing short range 
projects as well as projects for the future. 


The Time & Tide Area has assisted towns with stabilizing criti- 
cal erosion areas, assisting with flood protection, making loans to 
develop natural resource areas, assisting schools with drainage 
problems in athletic fields, developing public recreation inventories, 
making maps showing the prime agriculture land in the mid-coast 
area. These are but a few of the requests from units of government 
such as your town that are helping to make the area a better place 
to live.
